City Has First Two Million Budget 
Council Lowers Tax Rate Six Cents

At its Monday, June 6, meeting the city council cut the munici¬ 
pal property tax rate for fiscal 1977-78 from $1.05 to $.99. In 
order for council to reduce the tax rate, expenditures had to be 
reduced or additional, revenues found in the amount of $8,779 for 
each cent of rate reduction. 

provides expenditures of $2,045,750, 
an increase of $189,000 or 9.2 per¬ 
cent over the 1976-77 fiscal year ap¬ 
propriation. This amount repre¬ 
sents a decrease of $14,650 from the 
original budget submitted by Giese 
in April. 

Major decreases involved: 1. el¬ 
imination of one accounts clerk in- 
the finance department <$11,800) to 
be replaced by a computer comp¬ 
any ($5,000) which will prepare the 
city payroll and billing for trash 
service, 2. special equipment pur¬ 
chases which will not be made — - 
portable stage ($1,300), coin-oper¬ 
ated or other lockers at swimming 
pool ($2,200), sound movie projec¬ 
tor ($700) and playground equip¬ 
ment ($2,000). 

On the other side of the ledger 
are increases for one-half addition¬ 
al police officer to be hired after 
January 1, 1978 ($7,300), one addi¬ 
tional parks crew member ($8,900), 
increased salary and transportation 
for Council ($2,900), increased sal¬ 
ary to city manager ($1,500) and 
new office equipment — a photogra¬ 
phic stencil-maker ($300). 

In the area of contributions to 
volunteer recreation organizations 
council’s decision to give slightly 
more .funds 10,750) than last year 
($10,675), but not as much as re¬ 
quested ($12,662), was greeted with 
a one-word comment from Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
member, Kenneth Buker, “Sad.” 
The new amounts to be distributed 
are as follows: Boys and Girls 
Club - $3,800, Little League - $2,200, 
Soccer Ass'n - $1,500, Greenbelt 
Concert Band - $1,250, Aquatic 

Boosters Club - $1,600, Greenbelt 
Choral Arts Society - $1,000, Spring- 
hill Lake Baseball - $900, Greenbelt 
Tennis Ass'n - $300, Greenbelt Run¬ 
ning Club - $200. 

Left intact by the council was 
$14,300 for the employment of an 
See BUDGET, page 3, col.

In this case most of the reduc¬ 
tion comes from surplus or unspent 
monies from previous fiscal years. 
Revenues last year exceeded expec¬ 
tations — a turnaround from the 
previous four years when revenues 
did not meet expectations, accord¬ 
ing to City Manager James K, Giese, 
and the resulting shortfalls forced 
the city to tighten its belt toward 
the end of each fiscal year. 

Based on those revenue shortfall 
experiences, the city manager’s 
budget for 1977-78 had called for 
holding on to the surplus. For ex¬ 
ample, $25,000 was placed in the 
reserve for capital improvements 
to bring it up nearer the amount 
spent last year, primarily for road 
repair (also a need for the coming 
year). But Councilman Richard 
Pilski pounced on the money saying 
he would be strongly opposed to 
keeping any sizeable surplus in 
the new budget. Council, he felt, 
should return such money to the 
tax payers through a decrease in 
the tax rate. 

While most items of the budget 
were adopted unanimously, a few 
were not and individual members of 
council felt the need to take separ¬ 
ate stands — perhaps a harbinger 
^ofthecouncil election campaigns 
which will take shape during the 
coming months. (Election of a new 
city council is scheduled for Sep¬ 
tember 20, 1977). 

Councilman Tom White was 
pleased with council's review of 
the budget which he felt resulted 
in a more refined plan for next 
year’s city activities. There were, 
however, two items with which he 
disagreed: one was council’s re¬ 
fusal to budget any funds for ac¬ 
cessories (lounge chairs) for the 
swimming pool — a nearly self-sup¬ 
porting program which he feels 
council should do a better job of 
supporting. 

White and Councilman Richard 
Castaldi both objected to the $500 
salary hike for members of the in¬ 
coming 1977-78 council. 

Councilman Richard Pilski ob¬ 
jected to the use of funds for an 
extra police officer for half a year, 
though he did make it clear he sup¬ 
ported the one additional officer in 
the original budget. 

While generally supporting the 
budget, Pilski was still unhappy a- 
bout not being able to return more 
money to the tax payers through 
an even lower tax rate. 

Pilski and Castaldi both voted 
against the hiring of an engineer 
at $14,300, even though the cost 
would be borne by fees and grant 
moneys from the various construc¬ 
tion projects for at least several 
years. 

All members of council showed 
strong support for improving the 
ball field situation first by adding 
an extra $3,000 to the $15,000 for de¬ 
velopment of a field at the landfill 
site and renovation of the field at 
Northend. Then they added an ex¬ 
tra parks crew member to help with 
that development and with main¬ 
tenance of all ball fields and not, 
as White put it “for fiddling with 
the flowers!” 

Sehwan summed up saying “the 
collective judgment of council had 
produced a good sound budget” — 
a plan, a forecast of the year to 
come. He especially commended the 
City Manager, James K. Giese and 
his assistant, Dennis Piendak and 
the city staff, saying “it is because 
of them that the- budget is as good 
as it is”

Greenbelt is already on the Mary¬ 
land State Historic Places List and 
has been designated as an historic 
place in the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission’s General Plan. Greenbelt 
is historic because of its architec¬ 
ture and its place in the history of 
Federal government involvement in 
housing and community develop¬ 
ment.

office buildings with approximately 
450,000 sq. ft. of office space. 

The first phase of development, 
which would be on the eastern 
portion of the tract, would include 
the Capital Cadillac car dealership, 
the banquet-convention center, f and 
a 7 story office building which 
would house Michael’s own comp¬ 
any. 

Phase two would take place a- 
long Greenbelt Road in the west¬ 
ern portion of the tract and would 
include four low-rise office build¬ 
ings and a gas station. Michael is 
now negotiating with a computer 
firm interested in moving into one 
of these buildings. 

The third phase of the plan 
would be a major development area 
in the northwest quadrant of the 
site. A 400 room motor inn, 20 
story “needle” office building, and 
medical complex are planned for 
this area. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld expressed 
concern over the phase two devel¬ 
opment along Greenbelt Road. Since 
this development would he devel¬ 
oped early and would be highly 
visible, Weidenfeld said that could 
have an impact on the character 
and quality of the later major de¬ 
velopment in phase three. 

Councilman Richard Pilski was 
also concerned about this phase of 
the plan. Pilski noted that curb 
cuts could be made every 100 feet 
along Greenbelt Road which could 
lead to less desirable strip develop¬ 
ment. 

Councilman Thomas White noted 
that the gas station location at the 
main entrance to the site could 
create traffic hazards, a concern 
shared by Weidenfeld. 

In response to questions by Coun¬ 
cilman Charles Sehwan, Michael 
said that the car dealer hopes to 
begin construction in six weeks, 
Michael hopes to complete his own 
office building by March 1978. 

Advisory Planning Board Chair¬ 
man Don Volk noted that the loca¬ 
tion of the 20 story “needle” office 
building on the highest point of 
the tract would intrude upon the 
Greenbelt Lake Park. Michael fa¬ 
vors such a structure because he 
feels it will give identity to the de¬ 
velopment. 

The proposed plan is not binding 
on the developer, although Michael 
said that he hopes to live by it. 
“But if I can’t market this concept, 
then I’m not going to sit on this 
land,” Michael said. 

The concept plan was prepared 
by a team of experts, headed bv 
Robert Borth of the firm of Wal¬ 
ton, Madden & Cooper, and the en¬ 
gineering firm of Ben Dyer Asso¬ 
ciates.

Tags can be 
purchased at the City Offices; the 
fee is $2.00 per year and are renew¬ 
able August 1st each year. 

Dogs, cats and other pets must 
be under the immediate and effec¬ 
tive control of their owners when 
off the owner’s premises. 

All dogs must be on a leash and 
under the effective control of their 
owner at all times while at the 
Greenbelt Lake Park. 

Commercial Vehicles 
Subject To Identification 
Rules July 1 

As of July 1 most trucks, truck- 
tractors, and buses operating in 
Maryland must bear the name, 
trade name, or company logo of 
the owner or operator as well as 
any one of the following: The city 
and state of the owner or operator, 
the company unit number, the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission 
number, a number issued by any 
agency of Maryland government.

Golden Triangle Plans 
Detrimental to Greenbelt 

To the Editor: 

< Responding 1 to the proposed plans 
for the Golden Triange is like 
bringing a handful of pennies to 
the $6 million “economic develop¬ 
ment game.” Nevertheless, I feel 
compelled to offer my opinion. 

Greenbelt is supposed to mean 
what its name suggests: an area of 
green sourrounding our town. Ideal¬ 
ly. the Agricultural Center and 
Greenbelt Park should protect us 
from air and noise pollution. But 
some years ago a local pediatrician 
said that he had noticed a great in¬ 
crease in asthmatic-like illnesses in 
children in this area, which he at¬ 
tributed to the “pocket of pollu¬ 
tion” Greenbelt collects by being 
enclosed by major highways. And 
it’s been my impressions that with¬ 
in the past few years we have been 
advised that because of the par¬ 
ticularly high level of pollution a- 
round us, we should stop growing 
vegetables in Greenbelt soil. 

If the air quality is bad now, 
what will it be like when the trees 
on the Golden Triangle are de¬ 
stroyed ? 

The January 30, 1977, issue of the 
Washington Post quoted Prince 
Georges County Executive, Win¬ 
field M. Kelly, Jr., as saying, 
"We’re getting a new Cadillac deal¬ 
ership in the county . . . we’ve nev¬ 
er had a Cadillac dealer in Prince 
Georges. That shows things are 
changing. That show's progress.” 

And on February 10, 1977, the 
Post reported that developer Ken¬ 
neth H. Michael “proposed an office 
building, a bank or savings and 
loan, a medical complex and larger 
buildings to accompany the auto 
dealership on the property.” Mi¬ 
chael said, “I want to see the kind 
of development the city of Green¬ 
belt wants.” 

It seems to me that if the welfare 
of the people is really of prime 
consideration, we would benefit 
more from the conservation of 
wildlife than from the construction 
of concrete. We all claim to care 
about the environment, but when 
the crunch comes it is money that 
speaks loudest. I realize it’s easy 
for me to talk when my financial 
interests are not at stake, and it’s 
easy to be intolerant of change 
when the results will be detrimental 
to me, but our woods have more 
than an aesthetic or monetary val¬ 
ue; they are a necessity for the 
health and w'ell-being of everyone 
in this area. 

Why can there not be something 
planned for the Golden Triangle 
that would be more in keeping with 
the naturalistic tone set by Green¬ 
belt Park? Such as a botanical 
garden? Or a bird sanctuary. Is 
there anything we can do to save 
the trees?

Charlestowne Village, just as oth¬ 
er areas of Greenbelt, has been ex¬ 
periencing pet problems. Dogs run- 
ming loose are a nuisance to resi¬ 
dents, and the excrement left on 
grounds creates a health hazard. 
To deal with pet problems, and to 
formulate rules to augment Prince 
Georges County and Greenbelt city 
regulations, a committee was form¬ 
ed in the Village. Members are 
Nancy Hindman, chairwoman, with 
Mona Schlossberg, Diane Anschutz, 
Bally Barcus, Mary Kincaid and 
Linda Orenstein as committee mem¬ 
bers. 


Orenstein 

a map of pet walking areas; the 
Greenbelt pet ordinance; portions 
of the P.G. County Animal Control 
Ordinance CB-143-76; and a sample 
complaint letter. A complaint has 
already been received regarding the 
location of a walking area, which 
will be dealt with before the areas 
are constructed. The committee is 
confident that the issuance of 
the packet informing co-owners of 
rules and planned action will fos¬ 
ter communication and cooperation 
in an effort to solve present prob¬ 
lems. - 


A great deal of research and dis¬ 
cussion went into the formulation 
etf pet rules. According to regula¬ 
tions, dogs must be accompanied 
and leashed and cats must be ac¬ 
companied outdoors. The owner 
must assume the cost of any dam¬ 
age done by his pet to common el¬ 
ements of the condominium. The 
eommittee hopes that a system of 
4ug walking areas will greatly re¬ 
duce existing difficulties. The com¬ 
mittee, having heard of dog walk¬ 
ing areas in England, set about de¬ 
vising areas to suit the condomini¬ 
um. They will be simply construc¬ 
ted, consisting of areas encircled 
by railroad ties. The shape of the 
area will conform to its location. 
Bites were chosen so that they 
would be convenient for pet owners 
yet not in areas of general use. 

The walking areas will be clean¬ 
ed daily in warmer weather and 
every other day when the daylight 
temperature is forty degrees Fah¬ 
renheit or below. The construc- 
tfon and upkeep of the sites will 
be paid for by general condomini¬ 
um fees. 

Several methods of enforcing reg- 
idations have been effective. The 
die rlestowne newsletter prints a 
monthly “Pooper-Scooper” award 
section listing the names of irre¬ 
sponsible co-owners whose pets have 
been offensive. An alternative is to 
call the Greenbelt Police Depart¬ 
ment (474-5454) or Prince Georges 
Ooimty Animal Warden (336-3221) 
to pick up the animal and cite the 
awner with a violation. On occas¬ 
ion residents have asked that the 
Bceofibelt warden visit an owner 
mid review pet regulations for him/ 
ket\ If these methods fail to pro¬ 
duce a satisfactory response from 
Bie pet owner a letter of complaint 
may be filed with the Prince Georg¬ 
es Animal Control Commission.

SHL School Addition 

by Elaine Skolnik 

Construction of a 6-room/gym¬ 
nasium addition to the Springhill 
Lake Elementary School (SHL) is 
expected to begin sometime this 
summer. Fifty primary school 
youngsters (kindergarten through 
third grade) from different schools 
will attend the Diagnostic Teach¬ 
ing C inter, the first of its kind in 
the Northern Area school district. 
The gymnasium will serve all the 
students enrolled at SHL. 

Construction bids were open last 
week, but because of the possible 
withdrawal of the lowest bidder, it 
will be several weeks before the 
official bid is awarded. The low 
bid was $647,800, followed by the 
second lowest bid of $666,625. Con¬ 
struction is expected to take a year. 
The architects are Johannes and 
Murray & Associates of Silver 
Spring. 

The one-story 15,530 sq. ft. addi¬ 
tion, which will have its own park¬ 
ing lot, will house a motor develop¬ 
ment room, administrative area, 
planning area, and speech and test¬ 
ing rooms. 

Children v/ith complex education¬ 
al problems will be selected to at¬ 
tend the Diagnostic Teaching Cen¬ 
ter — language, coordination, read¬ 
ing, etc. SHL principal Stanle 7 / 
Klein said the center’s goal is “to 
help students develop enough ex¬ 
pertise so that they can be assured 
of some success after returning to 
their home schools.” Prior to leav¬ 
ing, the youngsters will be main¬ 
streamed into the existing SHL 
classrooms. 

Youngsters who are tapped for 
the Center will be tested and a 
careful diagnosis made with respect 
to their educational disabilities. A 
specific program will then be map¬ 
ped out to deal with the individual 
child’s problems* (This is not a 
program for retarded children). 

Children will be taught in a la¬ 
boratory setting which will provide 
for parental observation and teach¬ 
er instruction. A detailed record¬ 
keeping system will be maintained 
for all participants m the program, 
whose stay in SHL will probably be 
of a short-term nature.

engineer (to be funded through in¬ 
spection fees and grant funds), 
some increased trash collection 
costs (mostly funded through sur¬ 
plus from last year’s budget), a 5 
percent across-the-board pay in¬ 
crease for ail classified city employ¬ 
ees costing $47,800, an increase of 
$5,000 in the Contingency reserves 
to provide for unemployment in¬ 
surance, an increase of $11,200 for 
one additional police officer (to be 
hired after July 1,1977), an increase 
of $4,000 for one new administra¬ 
tive office assistant for half a year, 
extra funds ($5,000) for replacement 
of deteriorated curbs and gutters 
and continuation of the park pat¬ 
rolman ($2,700). 

Revenue* 

The basic change in revenues 
comes in the shape of a 6c decrease 
in the property tax rate which will 
decrease total taxes from $1,121,600 
to $1,089,725. Several minor chang¬ 
es in anticipated revenues are: an 
increase of $2,800 in federal grant 
money (CETA) to fund a city em¬ 
ployee until Sept 1, a loss of $1,425 
in anti-recession funds (present un¬ 
employment rate makes Greenbelt 
ineligible for these funds), an in¬ 
crease of $6,000 in tax rebate from 
the county (new tax differential bill 
benefits), an increase of $1,500 in 
expected fines and an additional 
$8,350 of surplus from last fiscal 
year to be applied to balance the 
budget. Thus total revenues for 
1977-78 are expected to be $2,045,- 
750. 

Revenue Sharing Fluids 

In a separate item council deter¬ 
mined how the city will spend its 
federal revenue sharing funds of 
$79,200. $40,000 will help offset the 
general fund (repayment of bond¬ 
ed indebtedness), the rest will go 
toward capital improvement: 1. ma¬ 
jor roof repair - Youth Center, 
f $13,000) 2, new fixtures in Youth 
Center bathrooms ($3,000), resur¬ 
facing of tennis courts ($8,000), 
materials needed to develop ball 
fields at the land fill and for reno¬ 
vation of the field at North End 
School ($18,000 ufl $3,000 over amount 
originally budgeted), materials for 
three park bridges ($5,000), 40 new 
electronic alerting devices for the 
Greenbelt Fire Department ($7,900) 
and rip rap material for the penin¬ 
sula and other shore areas on the 
lake ($2,300). Some $13,000 in rev¬ 
enue sharing funds unspent from 
last year are re-budgeted for this 
year.

School Board Bans 
Sale of Junk Food 

The Prince Georges County Board 
of Education has decided to put 
more nutritious foods into its 
schools’ ala carte lunch offerings - 
and thus, hopefully, into their stu¬ 
dents, too. The change will be grad¬ 
ual. But by Jan. 1, 1978, the school 
system will have phased out a la 
carte items with a high caloric or 
carbohydrate content, but little pro¬ 
tein or other food value, substituting 
what the Board termed “more nu¬ 
tritious a la carte choices.” Both 
vending machine and lunch line 
sale of soft drinks during meal 
times will be banned — that, too, 
to be effective at the end of 1977. 

Board member Maureen Stein- 
ecke, in arguing for her proposal, 
said the Board should use as much 
care and judgment in selecting 
items to be sold to students in cafe¬ 
terias as it does in selecting mater¬ 
ial to be included in the instruction¬ 
al program. “I believe very strong¬ 
ly,” she told her colleagues, “that 
everything we give our students 
should be of value — and that ap¬ 
plies as much to the food we sell 
them as to anything else.” Earlier, 
a teacher at Bowie Senior High 
School had told the Board that it 
was very difficult for her to try to 
teach students good nutrition, only 
to send them to the cafeteria where 
the school sells them items which 
are not good, nutritionally. 

The final language of the amend¬ 
ed bill, passed 6-2 (Sue V. Mills 
and A. James Golatp voting “no”), 
directed the superintendent to seek 
the advice of students on changes in 
school lunch menus, and to work 
through the schools to make certain 
students understand the changes 
this resolution will bring. The su¬ 
perintendent also is to explore the 
possibility of adding a unit on nu¬ 
trition to the school system’s sci¬ 
ence curriculum.

There was also considerable dis¬ 
cussion over better access between 
Greenbriar and the original city 
with comments being made con¬ 
cerning the lack of a sidewalk on 
Greenbelt Road, the desirability of 
Mandan Rd. being extended across 
the Parkway and the possibility of 
a pedestrian overpass. Two citizens 
expressed the need for bus shelters 
for school children as they congre¬ 
gate in the apartment building lob¬ 
bies on rainy days waiting for the 
buses.
